“Dear Mom and Dad: 

"I've been reading a lot in 
the papers lately about the 
strikes they are having at home. 
Boy, that really burns us up 
over here. These people were 
deferred from the draft so they 
could work in some essential in- 
dustry. They rode the gravy- 
train and made money hand 
over foot while we were dying 
and bleeding over here. Some- 
times I wonder if what my 
buddies and I went through was 
worth the trouble. 

"I get mad at the American 
people too. As soon as the war 
was over they wanted all their 
sons, husbands and sweethearts 
sent home immediately. I don't 
want to stay over here any 
more than anyone else, but. I'm 
certainly not in favor of pull- 
jng everybody out and leaving 
the Germans alone. Right now 
the American Army is entirely 
too easy on the Germans. Most 
of the men over here now only 
saw a little combat if any at 
all, and as a result their atti- 
tude toward the Germans is 
entirely too friendly. Most of 
the old timers, those who actu- 
ally know what war is like, 
and who saw how ruthless the 
Germans are, have either been 
killed, wounded or gone home.
